The 
doctor renders the patient no 
bill but is paid by the govern-} 
ment for hhis services. General | 
practitioners get $2.50 govern- 
mental pay per patient per year; 
surgeons and specialists are paid 
by ithe government on a higher 
scale, 

How this works out in prac- 
tice, to the detriment of former 
high standards of medical care, 
was expressed by one British 
physician: “The people who 
exaggerate their aches, or who 
imagine they are ill, continually 
clog our offices and take our 
time by constantly asking for 
unneeded sevice. They get in 
the way of those who really 
need medical care.” Before the 
National Health Act, this doctor 
added, he could keep abreast 
with latest medical develop- 
ments, had time to advise school 
Officials on preventive and sani- 
tary measures, and to discuss 
With specialists new problems in 
disease and new advances in 
drugs and treatment. Now he 
complains that he must waste 
hours making out forms and re- 
ports and in meeting with com- 
mittees on problems in the mere 
administration of the law. 

Industrial absenteeism because 
of illness is higher under social- 
ized medicine, Stassen reports, 
and the death rate in-the pro- 
gram’s first year advanced 
sharply. Infant mortality is 
down but Stassen attributes this 
to recent advances in treatments 
and drugs. Britain’s improve- 
ment in her infant death rate is 
markedly less than that recorded 
in other parts of the Western 
World. 

_Britain’s huge bill for medical 
care, now about four percent of 
the entire national income, is 
reflected in the heaviest tax pro- 
gram of any major nation, Stas- 
sen says. As one British worker 
remarked: “I don’t pay the doc- 
tor, but I pay!”

The Deseronto Town Council 
discussed the fire siren question 
at its first 1950 meeting on Mon- 
day night. The siren theme came 
under the heading of ‘new busi- 
ness’ because it had become 
homeless just two days before 
when a windstorm had blown 
down the tower which housed it. 

The council debated as to 
what type of structure it should 
build as a permanent home for 
the siren and also what it would 
do with it in the meantime. Ac- 
cording to the Deseronto fire 
alarm system, both the bell and 
siren must be operating. The 
siren is turned on by a switch 
at the telephone office when a 
call comes in, but the bell must 
be available in case a power cut- 
off makes use of the siren im- 
possible. : 


Mayor R. K. Jackson said that 
he would leave the entire matter 
in the hands of the Police and 
Fire Committee, Chairman of 
that committee, Councillor A. P. 
Brooks, said that, in the mean- 
time a man was being kept on 
duty all the time at the fire hall 
to answer the telephone in case 
of fire and to ring the bell or 
turn on the siren on the fire 
truck, 

There was no wind insurance 
on the fire tower and it was or- 
dered demolished. Mayor Jack- 
son also suggested, although the 
town is not legally responsible 
that something be done to repair 
Peter Loughlan’s barn, which 
was damaged when the tower 
fell on it. “After all,” said the 
Mayor, “Peter Loughan couldn’t 
help the wind blowing either.”

Over a hundred years ago liv- 
ed a forceful Connecticut Yan- 
kee who was responsible for the 
vegetarian theory that was to 
sweep all parts of the country. 
He first attracted notice as a 
lecturer on temperance and 
with his arguments against al- 
cohol he was soon advocating a 
number of things, including a 
meatless diet, bread at least a 
day old, and made from the 
whole of the wheat, coarsely 
ground.

Jean began to 
move a hand on 
his rigid bed of 
pain. Lying flat 
on his back, 
Jean Pominville took correspon- 
dence courses, passed his en- 
trance. This, in itself, stamps 
Jean Pominville for me as some- 
one remarkable. 


A friend, whose son had Polio- 
myelitis, became interested in 
Jean’s case. She approached the 
Canadian March of Dimes, who 
sought expert medical attention. 

Yes, said the medical men, 
there was a chance something 
could be done for Jean Pomin- 
ville, a chance, a bare chance, 
that he might walk again. 

The Canadian Foundation for 
Poliomyelitis (The Canadian 
March of Dimes), of which [I 
have the honor to be the Presi- 
dent, decided that Jean would 
have his chance. 


Jean was brought to Toronto 
by the Foundation, taken to that 
wonderful institution, Lyndhurst 
Lodge, where seeming miracles 
are everyday commonplace. Un- 
der the guidance of Dr. A. T. 
Jousse, one of the finest gentle- 
men, and doctors in the whole 
of Canada, Jean made amazing 
progress. Horace Brown, the Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Canadian 
March of Dimes, who himself has 
Polio, tells me he went to see 
Jean, and he never saw anyone 
so happy. 

“Jean told me he was sitting 
}up in a wheel-chair,” Horace re-| 
lates. “When I went to leave, 
he held out his hand to me, the 
hand he had been barely able to 
move, I can tell you, I felt proud 
as I shook that hand. As T left, | 
Jean Pominville was smiling.” 

It was the last time. The next 
day Jean Pominville was dead. 
One of those inexplicable com- 
plications had arisen, and his val- 
iant heart was stilled in an in- 
stant. 

“T can’t help wishing,” Horace 
| Brown told me, “that the Cana- 
dian March of Dimes had been 
in existence two years before 
Perhaps those two years might 
have made the difference. Who 
knows?” 

Who knows? 

I said this was 
failure.

Farmers Support 
Buyers’ Strike 


At a meeting of 500 Prince Ea- 
ward County farmers, sponsored 
by the County Federation of Ag- 
riculture, it was “unanimous] 
agreed that farmers should re- 
frain from purchasing only nec- 
essities, in view of the fallin 
prices on farm products. The 
group went on record as being 
in favor of the Canadian Feder- 
ation of Agriculture’s demand 
that the government put into ef- 
fect the Agricultural Price Sup- 
port Act and that prices be es- 
tablished at a level comparable 
with returns from labor and in- 
dustry. 

It was noted that wages in in- 
dustry are at an all-time high 
and that an hour’s average wage 
sof industrial labor purchases 
more farm products now than at 
any time since 1913. Ernest Roth, 
Cressy farmer, stated, “If con- 
ditions continue, it won’t be a 
question of the farmer refusing 
to buy machinery, etc., it will 
‘be a case of him being unable to 
buy.”

Big Decline In Ege Prices 





FLOOR PRICE IS ANNOUNC- 
BHD BY FEDERAL GOVT. 
EFFECTIVE JAN, 30TH. 





The egg market has been par- 
tially stabilized after falling 
prices have harried poultryman 
for the past four weeks, Egg 
prices to wholesalers were as 
low as 25c in recent weeks and 
producers could see nothing but 
losses by the time all costs were 
met. 

The Dept. of Agriculture an- 
nounced late last week that a 
floor price was now established, 
effective January 30th, with the 
producer guaranteed from 30 to 
32 cents a dozen for Grade A 
large, which would mean the 
consumer would now be paying 
for eggs about 43 to 45 cents a 
dozen, instead of 35c. 

Local farmers were holding 
their eggs until Monday of this 
week in order to get the higher 
price, and as a result, there was 
a scarcity in retail outlets. in or- 
der to supply consumers, the 
new price was paid for local 
eggs ilate last week and the re- 
tail price was around 43 cents. 

The announcement from the 
federal Dept. of Agriculture, as- 
sured poultrymen of a guaran- 
teéd price of from 30 to 32 cents 
a dozen for eggs placed iin stor-!

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A COVERED RINK 

Deseronto’s need for a covered rink becomes more 
apparent every day. This Winter, with its mild wea- 
ther, has cut down the number of hockey games played 
here to almost nil. Organized hockey, even in the best of 
ice-making weather, just doesn’t play on open rinks any 
more, anyway. 

The Bantam hockey team had a Saturday evening 
game here recently with the Tweed team. It was only a 
sportsmanlike gesture on the part of the Tweed manage- 
ment that made the game here possible at all. The re- 
gulations called for the game to be played under cover, 
and it had been originally scheduled for Napanee. Even 
in the bantam class, playdown games must be played in 
covered rinks. 


The mentor of the Tweed bantam team, S.R. Curry, 
who is on the executive of the Ontario Minor Hockey As- 
sociation, struck a key mote when he said that co-opera- 
tion between individuals and organizations could put 
a cover on Deseronto’s ice surface, and that such united 
effort has done as such in other communities, much 
smaller than Deseronto. 

Despite the fact that the Tweed team had lost their 
star player, “Blackie” Latondre, in a fatal hunting acci- 
dent just four days before, the Tweedites gave Deseronto 
an 18-0 shellacking in the first game in Tweed. Lack of 
ice had been a serious handicap to the Deseronto team, 
who had had little practice, but it is significant to note 
that they were holding their own by the time the final 
period rolled around. 

The return game, Deseronto’s home. game, was to 
have been played in Napanee. When it was found that 
the rental of the Napanee rink would be costly, Tweed 
offered to play the game in the Tweed covered rink, at 
no rental charge for Deseronto. Later, when asked by 
the Deseronto management, the Tweed officials consent- 
ed to come to Deseronto and play the game on our open 
rink, so that Deseronto would have at least one bantam 
hockey game here this Winter. The interest of the fans 
was evident by the large crowd that attended. 

In addition, Tweed permitted Joey Brant to play for 
Deseronto, although he was about two months over the 
age limit. His six goals led the way for Deseronto’s 8-6 
victory. By this time so many regulations ‘had been over- 
looked by the Tweed management that the game was, of 
course, of no particular significance as far as play-offs 
were concerned, But the attitude and sportsmanship of 
the Tweed team made it possible for a bantam game to 
be played here. 

This town has turned out some fine hockey material 
and continues to produce some excellent teams. The 
local juvenile team appears to be headed place this sea- 

» Son, again, and has already eliminated Brighton and 
Havelock. But no games will be played here. We can- 
not expect to get opposing teams to play on our outdoor 
ice, even if we had any, and the O.M.H.A. will not re- 
cognize such games. 

Until this town has a covered rink we will have to 
play our home games in Napanee, depriving many fans 
of the opportunity of seeing dur teams in action, as well 
as having to pay the added cost of rink rental and trans- 
portation. We will have to depend on the good sports- 
manship of such teams as the Tweed bantams for any 
hockey games we may get here. And such benevolence 
is hardly to be expected in any abundance,

*The following is an article 
which appeared recently in the 
Oshawa Daily Times-Gazette, re- 
ferring to the 82nd birthday of 
Mrs. George Bateman, formerly 
of Deseronto, and mother of 
Ethel, Harold and Hubert. Mrs. 
Bateman now lives with her son 
and daughter-intlaw, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold Bateman, in Osha- 
wa, who are frequent visitors to 
Deseronto, 

The story follows: 

The pink candles were burning 
low on the birthday cake. They 
Shone on the face of the little 
old lady as she closed her eyes 
to make her wish. 

“I’m ready,” she said, and in 
one puff blew them all out. 

What does one wish for at 82?

“That would break the spell”, 
she said, and beamed happily 
while everyone sampled the cake 
and pronouncd it delicious. 

She was Mrs. George Bateman, 
resident of Oshawa for the past 
31 years, who was celebrating 
her 82nd birthday at the home of 
her son and daughter-in-law, Mr, 
and Mrs. Harold Bateman, Sim- 
coe Street South. 

Two or three close friends 
came to the birthday tea, and she 
began to reminisce. 

She was born in Bristol, and 
traces of the soft West Country 
accent remain in her quiet voice | 
to this day. At eighteen she mar- 
ried George Bateman, remember- | 
ed as one of the best blacksmiths

Later her mother and sisters 
came from England, and the mu- 
sical circle was enlarged.

So the 
family, by now there were three 
children, Dthel, Harold and Hu- 
bert, and all their belongings 
were collected and packed for 
journey to Deseronto by boat, 
the only and accepted method of 
transportation in those days. 

The parents imbued their 
children with a love of music 
and as time went by they formed 
their own little orchestra, and 
Mr. Bateman was always in de- 
mand for transposition. 

“Songs were written in one 
key only’, ‘Mrs. Bateman explain- 
ed, “and he was kept busy by 
singers and music dealers want- 
ing songs transposed.

Considerable controversy be- 
tween canners and growers in 
Ontario, following the failure of 
Niagara Canned Foods company 
last year, has led Agricultural 
Minister H. L. Kennedy to ap- 
proach the two groups in order 
that the growers might be pro- 
tected. When the above com- 
pany went into liquidation, 
growers lost $110,000. The 
Wentworth Canning Company at 
Hamilton, was also on the point 
of liquidation, which would 
cause another possible loss to 
growers of $125,000. 

It was suggested by the agri- 
culture minister that instead of 
forcing growers to wait for their 
cheques, until the crop was 
packed, that they be made every 
two weeks, with a slight dis- 
count retained by the canners to 
cover the extra cost of account- 
ing. The government’s concern 
was the prevention of canning 
companies from going into liqui- 
dation while they still owed far 
mers large sums. /

‘Held This Week | 





at the regular dinner meeting of 
the Deseronto Lions Club on 
Tuesday night. Introduced by 
Canon W. E. Kidd and thanked 
by D. R. Cassie, he outlined the 
purposes and functions of a 
family court and gave what ihe 
considered to be the chief causes 
of juvenile delinquency and mar- 
ital trouble. 

Tracing the growth of family 
courts, Mr. McKinnon said that 
there are now 18 in Ontario and 
that it is the duty of the pro- 
bation officer to deal preventa- 
tively with cases. where possible, 
to keep an eye on boys and to 
try and keep broken homes to- 
gether. Speaking of its problems 
he said: “The cases are heard 
privately and we try to reform 
the boys and deal with them in 
a kindly manner. A _ notice of 
hearing is served on the parents 
and the judge has an extremely 
wide range of powers in connec- 
tion with juvenile cases—he may 
place them on suspended sen- 
tence, on probation, in the care 
of the Chlidren’s Aid or in fos- 
ter homes or he may put them 
in industrial schools. He may 
levy a fine, paid in instalments, 
on the parents.” 

Giving what he believed to be 
the causes of marital troubles 
the speaker listed: Lack of funds, 
housing, in-law trouble, liquor, 
abuse or mental cruelty. other 
incompatibility, mixed 
marriages (either racially or re- 
ligiously), mental incompetency, 
“fast” marriages, overseas mar- 
riages, lack of respect or confi- 
dence between the _ partners, 
foolish spending, husband doing 
the buying for the home. 

As the causes of juvenile de- 
linquency he listed: Lack of par- 
ental control or influence. brok- 
en homes, lack of outside inter- 
est or the money to provide 
them, poor reading hgbits (com- 
ic books), poor movies and dull- 
ness.

Deseronto Dock 
Become Federal Property

The dock at Deseronto is soon 


to hecome the property of the 


Dominion Government. This has 
been disclosed by C. W. Duffield, 
who has been investigating the 
matter for the Deseronto Cham- 
ber of Commerce 

The question of who owns the 
dock, and who is therefore re-| 
sponsible for its upkeep and im-} 
provements, has been a question 
for some time and the local C. 
of C,. delegated Mr. Duffield to 
look into the matter. 

Mr. Duffield says that 
dock now belongs to the Cana- 
dian National Railways but is to 
become the property of the Fed- 
eral Government, he has been 
informed. and will be taken over 
by the Department of Public 
Works. 

The dock was originally con- 
structed by the Rathbun Com- 
pany and the Bay of Quinte 
Railway and was taken over by 
the Canadian Northern Railway 
in 1912. When this system was 
taken over by the C.N.R. the 
dock became C.N.R. property, al- 
though it has never been used by 
them.

Mohawk Rector 
Told H. And S. 
Of Race Problem 





WORK OF CHURCH IN B.C.s; 


JAP-CANADIAN 
DESCRIBED. 


ISSUE IS 





Rev. R. N. Savary, rector of 
the Mohawk Reserve, Deseronto, 
told how the churches dealt with 
an important crisis in Canada 
during the war years (the Jap- 
anese-Canadian situation) when 
he addressed the “Fathers’ 
Night” of the Deseronto Home 
and School Association last 
Thursday evening. ; 

Mrs. R. K. Jackson, the presi- 
dent, was in charge of the meet- 
ing and Mrs. T. L. McCullough 
thanked the speaker. Rev. Mr. 
Savary traced the beginning of 
the Oriental migration into Can- 
ada and the course of the battle 
of conflicting views on the ques- 
tion. “Pearl Harbor touched off 
the hostility of British Colum- 
bia’s anti-Jap element,” he said, 
and he told how property taken 
in trust by the custodian of alien 
property there had been sold at 
ridiculous figures. He related 
how Japanese - Canadians had 
been told to report on road gangs 


and how women and children 
had been taken to deserted 
towns. 


The church divided their com- 
bined efforts among these towns, 
the speaker said, and continued: 
“Tt was only the church, with a 
little help from the C.C.F. party 
that makes it possible for these 
people to have any faith left in 
Canada.” He told how Japs were 
only allowed to go as far as en-| 
trance class at school and high 
school correspondence courses 
which they were allowed to 
take cost them $9 per course in- 
stead of the regular $2. ‘ 

The speaker said that the 
churches opened high schools 
and proved to be a great force 
in combatting racial discrimina- 
tion. He traced the migration of 
several of the Japanese-Cana- 
dians to Ontario and said: “Isn’t 
it a sad fact when people can be 
shifted about because their par- 
ents came from another coun- 
try.” 

He referred to stories in news- 
papers about crimes which “if 
perpetrated by a member of a 
minority group always mention 
that fact” and said he was in fa- 
vor of a Bill of Rights. “The Jap- 
anese situation, the Dresden af- 
fair and some crude, un-Christian 
type of tourist advertising which 
forbids customers of certain rac- 
ial groups points to that need.”

To many of us Haster symbolizes a time when we 
think of self-denial. Apart from the religious observances 
that many make, it reminds us that the spirit of giving 
finds a reflection in the satisfaction that comes from aid- |} 
ing some other person. 

In recent years in this province a means of giving 
much help through even a small contribution has been 
offered in the purchase of Easter seals to aid in crippled 
children’s work. It is an example of much good done 
by the combined efforts of many. 

Easter seals are offered by the Ontario Society for 
Crippled Children and the more than 150 service clubs af- 
filiated with the society in its province-wide work. The 
seals finance the year-round program which brings the 
finest medical and surgical skill to bear on the problems 
of children who are handicapped by deformities. 

From a small begining a few years ago, the big idea 
has become a big project. Children who might otherwise, 
because of financial inadequacy or remoteness from skill- 
ed physicians, never receive treatment are visited by the 
nurses of the Society, are brought to the attention of spe- 
cialists who visit clinics throughout the province, have 
their conditions diagnosed, and are provided with treat- 
ment. : 

Local service clubs form the field organizations with 
which the Society co-operates, and they sponsor children 
from their community areas. The sale of seals finances 
the flow of children to treatment centres and provides 
the backing for the network of nurses who follow up the 
children, see they receive attention and help them be- 
come rehabilitated. 

Hundreds of children have been rescued from help- 
lessness, have been treated and trained in trades. They 
have been made, into self-reliant citizens. But hundreds 
more must still be helped. Purchases of Easter seals 
can make this possible. 





SIR JOHN AND THE CHTEF 


In a recent issue of a well-known Canadian maga 
zine as one of the publication’s “Canadianecdote” series, 
there is an amusing story of the early settlement of this 
district, shortly after the American Revolution. We 
have heard the story before, but it is well worth repeat- 
ing for readers who'are not familiar with it. 

Sir John Johnson, great United Empire Loyalist 
leader, was noted for his friendship with the Indians, 
and was the obvious choice to negotiate with the Mis- 
sissagi tribe of the Bay of Quinte area for a tract of land 
for the loyal Mohawks who were then coming to Upper 
Canada from New York State. On that mission, Sir John 
was the guest of the local Mississagi chief'on Ambherst Is- 
land, in the year 1784. 

Sir John was a man of imposing physical presence, 
and was a rather dazzling sight in his uniform as colonel 
of the 84th King’s Royal Regiment of New York .. . so 
dazzling that the Mississagi chief dreamed a dream one 
night. He greeted Sir John happily the next morning, 
and said: “O, white chief, in my dream last night you 
gave me your beautiful coat.” 

Fully acquainted with tribal ethics of dreams and 
naturally gallant, Sir John doffed his gold-and-lace trim- 
ed coat, saying ‘““With pleasure, O worthy chief; I follow 
the word of the Great Spirit, and present this officer’s 
coat to you.” 

Sir John, however, was quite a dreamer himself. The 
next morning the told the Mississagi chief of his dream, 
which was that the chief had been so full of goodwill that 
he presented Sir John with the whole beautiful island. 
The chief was also true to tribal ethics, and pathetically 
gathered up his belongings as he prepared to leave. He 
had the last word, however; in tears, he murmured: 
“The island is yours, but, O, White chief, let us dream no 
more.” ;

Care Is Urged 


Ten days’ holidays can mean 
10 days’ hazardl for children-on 
the streets and highways, Hon. 
George H. Doucett, Ontario Min- 
ister of Highways, points out in 
a special pre-Baster statement. 
He urges all who drive to watch 
constantly for children on the 
streets and highways. 

“Remember the Waster holi- 
days of your own childhood,” the 
Minister suggests, “with the free- 
dom from regular schoolday rou- 
tine from homework, and with 
all the fun of several days of 
carefree play. Today’s children, 
feeling the same, have to face 
the dangers of greatly increased 
motor traffic. And all of us use 
our cars more and more as Win- 
ter relaxes its grip.” 

Mr. Doucett believes that if 
every person who drives will 
keep safety uppermost in his 
mind in the next few days, a 
tragic upswing in traffic acci- 
dents to children can be avoid- 
ed. “I know of no person,” he 
says, “who could erase from his 

memory the picture of a child 
he had maimed or killed. Look- 
ing back he realizes that the ac- 
cident might have been avoided 
by just a little less speed, a little 
more care.” 

During 1949, motor vehicle ac- 
cidents killed 125 children and 
injured many of them perman- 
ently—nearly 3,000.

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his colleagues, when he labelled members of the Cham- 
ber “The highest class and the highest paid pensioners 
in Canada’, His criticism came prior to the discussion, 
on the establishment of a proposed committee to study 
Old Age Pension schemes. 

Senator Haig said it was understandable to him, 
that this criticism may be forthcoming, because the Se- 
nate was not elected by the people, but appointed for 
life. They receive annuities for life and have no wor- 
ries about old-age pensions. Senator Robertson charged 
that Senator Haig had given the description of his own 
body, merely to catch the head-lines in the newspapers. 
Evidently Senator Haig has his finger on the public 
pulse and is aware of what the people are thinking, more 
so than his colleague. 

Senator Robertson was quick to tip off Members that 
a plan is being considered to retire all Senators at 75 
yeurs of age. The Senate has been variously referred 
to as; the political grave-yard for discarded politicians’; 
‘a haven for party work-horses’; “The old men’s home 
on Parliament Hill etc.’ Few people will take much stock 
in Senator Robertson’s claim, that much of the work is 
‘tedious and unspectacular’, or that “The Senate is re- 
ceiving insufficient newspaper publicity’. It is no secret 
that many of the Senators seldom appear in their seats 
in the Red Chamber and frequently, only at the urging of 
their party leader. 

We are inclined to agree with The VancOuver News- 
Herald, when that newspaper says; ‘There may be a 
place for the Canadian Senate but not under our present 
set-up.’ ‘While talk of constitutional reform is in the air, 
the Senate should get some attention,’ the paper conti- 
nues. ‘One way to snap it into life would be to make it 
elective’, t 

_ Exactly what Senators do with all their time, seems 
to be a conundrum but the following from Napier Moore’s 
column in The Financial Post, gives us some idea of what 
a great contribution the Senate is making to our Can- 
adian way of life;— 

“ST. PATRICK’S DAY is two weeks gone, but it was 
only a day or two ago, that we came across the Official 
Report of Debates in the Senate/of Canada for Friday, 
March 17, and we are still enthralled by it. 

Senator Felix P. Quinn (Bedford-Halifax) did a 
remarkable public relations job for St. Patrick, He start- 
ed with the grand festival of the Druids on Tara's hills, 
took in the banishment of snakes from Ireland.and re- 
cited extracts from the lyrics of Sweet Belle Mahone, Kil- 
larney, Bells of Shandon, Lough Neagh’s Banks, Malachi 
and the Vale of Avoca. 

Then said Senator Quinn, “Several persons, have 
asked me to sing, and if I may be permitted—(here sever- 
‘al Senators said ‘Hear, hear! )—I will do so.” 

He did, too, rendering with much feeling “Have you 
ever heard the story of how Ireland got its name?” 

Hon. T. A. Crerar expressed appreciation of the elo- 
quent address and musical interlude, adding, “I hope 
that some day one of our members—perhaps my honor- 
able friend from Edmonton (Hon. Mr. McKinnon)—will 
entertain us with a song like ‘The Road to the Isles.’ 
That isarealsong.” . 

To date it looks as if the Senate is CBC’s best bet 
for television.

RATIONING OUR INITIATIVE 


When ancient Greece was sinking into the morass 
of decay from which she has never recovered, the Athen- 
ian scholar Isocrates, in 354 B.C., wrote, 

“When I was a boy it was considered not 
only safe, but honorable, to create an estate 
But now one must apologise for any success 
in business as if it were the utter violation 
of the moral law, so that today, it is worse 
to seem to prosper than to be an open cri- 
minal. Criminals can get off with a small 
punishment or a pardon, but there is no es- 
cape for the prosperous, as they are doomed 
to utter destruction. You can find more men 
banished for their wealth than criminals 
punished for their crimes.” 

When most Canadians of mature years were small 
boys, it was also considered honorable to create an es- 
tate. . The farm boy who became a great industrial ma- 
gnate was considered worthy of emulation. _ For the 
wealth he created in turn made jobs and contributed to 
the progress and development of our country. 

Today, however, if there be hero-worship of the 
successful industrialist or businessman it apparently is 
carried on in secret. Men are discouraged from trying 
to create estates upon which great new industries can 
be founded. Initiative is rationed by taxation, 

The parallel with Greece is strikingly clear. There 
is still time, however, for Canadians to save themselves 
from the folly of allowing history to repeat itself. No 
country can prosper where initiative is rationed.

Should this fail to do 
the work put in the whole ox, 
reserving the tail for soup, 
The ox-gall is comparatively 
useful for soup and should be 
preserved as an article of diet.

“Advertise Your 
Town’ President 
Tells C. of C. 


The following is the text of 





the report given at the meeting 
of the Deseronto Qhamber of 
Commerce last Friday evening 
by the president of the organ- 
ization, Sidney Brown, on his re- 
cent trip to the industrial con- 
vention in Toronto on March 30 
and 31 and April 1, sponsored by 
the Trades and’ Industries 
Branch of the Ontario Depart-| 
ment of Planning and Develop- 
ment. Mr. Brown was sent as a 
delegate from the local C. Or G. 
along with Councillor H. D. 
Hawley, chairman of the Indus- 
trial Committee of the Town 


Council, the town’s delegate. 

Mr. Brown first told the meet- 
ing that a definition of a Cham- 
ber of Commerce was: “A body 
of people, working to-gether, for 
the betterment of their com- 
munity.” 

Continuing, Mr. Brown said: 

Along with Howard Hawley, 
after registering and receiving 
our button of identification, Lb 
was directed to the Concert Hall. 
Here, after due time and routine 
introductions, things got under 
way. - 

First item of importance was 
an address by Robert Saunders, 
on hydro development. He is a 
clever man and seemed to know 
fl what he was talking about. He 
said they expected the Des 
Joachims dam to be completed 
by Tune 25 and said there would 
be no more cutoffs in hydro 
next Fall. 

On the subject of industrial 
development we were told that 
picking an industrial site means 
a lot of responsibility for the 
key man of a company and he 
cannot afford to make any mis- 
takes. In other words, “he’s 
from Missouri” and thas to be 
convinced that the prospective 
site is just what his company 
needs. If he is wrong he is most 
likely to be looking for a new 
job. 

First Approach 

Here are a few “musts” as this 
first approach is the most im- 
portant: 

1. We must have all the an- 
swers at our fingertips. For in- 
stance; If we have a building 
that we wish to be occupied we 
must know—Floor space, con- 
struction of building, access to 
sewers (if any), fire protection, 
taxes, assessment and mill rate; 
Water, its source of supply, max- 
imum quantity, chemical anal- 
ysis; cost of power, what cycle; 
cost of coal, fuel oil, and how it 
is delivered. 

Labor: per centage of male and 
female help, skilled or not, class 
of origin or religion. 

Housing: class’ of present 
dwellings and availability of lots, 
ete. 

Transportation: railways, boat 
and dock facilities, highways, 
nearest airport. We must also 
know the distance to all the 
larger cities. 

Here! I have listed a few 
things that make that first ap- 
proach really mean something: 

1. The personnel of your Town 
Council. They must be able to 
meet the prospect and show him 
they are earnest and willing to 
do all they can t@ assist in 
every way possible. | 

Make the most renjarks in the 
least number of words. And al- 
ways tell the truth. If the pros- 
pect finds you telling something 
that is untrue, and believe me, 
he is going to double check, you 
have lost his good faith. 

You must find what your pros- 
pect wants and if you haven't 
got it or it can’t be found you 
are better off to lose the pros- 
(pect than to have him settle 
here and then go broke. Bank- 
ruptecy is poor advertising. 

Must Advertise 

Members at the conference 
were divided into foyr groups. 
I was not in the same group as 
Howard Hawley so my remarks 
or report may vary from his 
somewhat, but should add up to 
the same answer. In my group 
it was decided that too little was 
spent on advertising. our towns 
and their advantages. One mem- 
\ber said his town spent $100 and 
it seemed to be a real joke to 
most of the members but myself. 
I didn’t say what. Deseronto 
spent. 

Some thought one mill was 
sufficient. Others spent up in the 
thousands. Where they have a 
paid full-time man ag secretary- 
manager they have a better 
chance than we have in getting

The tourist season is upon us and it is to be hoped 
that Deseronto will stir itself into some form of concert- 
ed and united action in getting its share of this profitable 
and rapidly-expanding business.

The situation ‘is aggravated by 
the onset of Daylight Saving 
Time. 

Children starting school 
should have at least 12 hours of 
sleep every night. Pupils in 
grades 7 and 8 require about 10 
hours usually, and the other 
grades in proportion. 

Having big suppers or candy 
at bed-time can cause much dis- 
turbance of sleep. Milk or water 
may be given at bed-time if the 
child is thirsty. Constipation, in- 
digestion and enlarged adenoids 
and tonsils may cause a good 
deal of restlessness at night. The 
child should be taken to the 
family physician if it is suspect- 
ed that there are physical causes 
disturbing his sleep. 

The results of inadequate sleep 
are noticeable in a child’s work 
and attitude in school. He has a 
listless appearance, and some- 
times his posture is affected. He 
is liable to fall asleep at his 
desk, and has great difficulty in 
concentrating on his studies. 
Growth is retarded if a child 
does not get sufficient rest. It is 
the responsibility of parents to 
see that children get adequate 
sleep.

Following a survey by magnet- 
ometer by the Dept. of Mines 
and Technical Services of Onta- 
rio, it has been disclosed that 
there is every indication that

Samples of rock taken from 
these areas are said to be simi- 
lar to rock in the Adirondacks of 
Northern New York State’ where 
there are located some of the 
Yargest iron steel plants in the 
world. 

From 1880 to 1910 about one 
Million tons of crude magnetite 
iron ore was shipped from Hast- 
ings County from mines at Coe 
Hill, Bessemer and Blairton.

The amount of ore cannot be 
predicted by jthe maps atone, 
but all points to the presence of 
large deposits.

Serving her fifth term as a 
member of the Deseronto Board 
of Education, last year as its 
chairman and this year as vice- 
chairman, Mrs. Charles Cole has 
resigned. Mrs. Cole handed in 
her resignation at the regular 
meeting of ‘the board last Fri- 
day evening, without explana- 
tion. The board members ex- 
pressed their feelings of regret 
at the loss of Mrs. Cole’s valu- 
able services as a trustee. 

During the meeting, at which 
the chairman, A. B. Ross, presid- 
ed, Mrs. Cole reported on a meet- 
ing which she had attended, 
held in Belleville, at which L. S. 
Beattie, head of the vocational 
section of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Education, had spoken. 
She said that the meeting had 
discussed the proposed new sys- 
tem of education, particularly as 
it applied to grades 7, 8, 9 and 
10, and held-a question period. 
There were directors of educa- 
tion and school inspectors with 
him, said Mrs. Cole, and they de- 
scribed the proposed changes, 
whereby a child’s school career 
would be divided into four parts, 
‘including grades 1, 2 and 3; 
grades 4, 5 and 6; grades 7, 8, 
9 and 10, and grades 11, 12 and 
13. 

Abolition of the entrance ex- 
aminations and other proposed 
changes will be left as the re- 
sponsibility of local teachers and 
boards, Mrs. Cole said, and stat- 
ed that she felt the most start- 
ling among the proposals was a 
suggested plan to have one 
teacher teach all subjects in 
grade 9. 

The board discussed its plans 
for insulating t\he school. A 
special meeting of the property 
committee, of which Gordon 
Burley is chainmian, was planned 
for this Wednesday evening, to 
discuss the heating and Summer 
repairs. 

The meeting was also informed 
that the tennis courts at the 
high school will ‘be put into use 
this Summer by the students, 
who are organizing a tennis 
club. 

G. A. McEwen, principal of 
the Deseronto Public School, 
said that there would be a small 
entrance class going into high 
school this year. 

All members were present ex- 
cept Gordon Burley and J. W.

Delegate Brown evidently understood that he, had 
been sent to Toronto to the convention, for a purpose 
and to act as a receptacle for as much information as he 
could absorb, and as an intermediary between the town 
and those who could point out how industry might be 
procured. He did a good job, 

Many of the points in Mr. Brown's report, which was 
published in full in The Deseronto Post two weeks ago, 
deserve serious consideration. The necessity of having 
all industrial data at our fingertips to give it to prospec- 
tive industries is an important one. The importance of 
spending as much money as possible on promoting indus- 
try was stressed and, under advertising, the attitude of 
every person in the town is important, he said.

An interested reader asked if 
I could find her the recipe for 
Daffodil Cake and am pleased to 
have it here for her. This is an 
angel-sponge type. 

% cup sifted cake flour 
% cup sifted granulated sugar 
cup egg whites 
tsp. salt 
tsp. cream of tartar 
& cup sifted granulated sugar 
8 ege yolks 4 

2 tbsp. sugar 

2 tbsp. flour (cake) 

% tsp. orange extract 

% tsp. vanilla 

Sift flour and % cup sugar, to- 
gether twice. Beat egg whites 
and salt until foamy and then 
sprinkle cream of tartar on top 
and continue beating until 
whites will “peak” and still have 
a sheen. : 

Fold % cup sugar into egg 
whites carefully. Sift dry ingred- 
ients over egg whites gradually, 
folding in carefully after each 
addition. Divide batter in half. 
Beat egg yolks until thick and 
lemon colored. Add orange fla- 
voring. Sift 2 tablespoons flour 
and sugar over egg yelks and 
fold in. Fold this egg mixture 
into one half of the batter. 

To the second half of batter 
add the vanilla. 

Pour yellow and white batter 
alternately into an ungreased 9 
inch tube pan. Bake at 325 de- 
grees for 1 hour. Oake should 
spring back when lightly touch-]' 
ed with the finger. Remove from 
oven, invert and let cool in pan, 
free of table, about 1 hour. Serve 
with fruit or ice cream.

It seems the Red River is destined to flood adjacent lands 
every fifty or one hundred years The Financial Post tells us 
why During such winters when coid weavher begins early, 
with litth snow, ithe Red and its tributaries freeze up and 
by the end of the season, the ice will be abnormally thick, so if 
the break-rp comes suddenly, the ice prevents satisfactory 
drainage. The (Red is one of the few rivers in the world, that 
begins in a warm climate and flows north into a cold region. 
The ‘ice and snow melts near the source before the ice breaks 
up at its outlet into Lake Winnipeg. Too, the river does not 
flow swiftly enough, to allow a great volume of water to 
drain away quickly. The elevation between source and out- 
let, a distance of 350 miles, is onilly 225 feet. We must remember 
too, that it flows through low flat land, lacking. ini high banks, 

All in all the Red river is in a unique position, with a flood 
period almost inevitable. According to our infonmant, dikes 
are the only solution, but their ‘cost is prohibitive. Something 
will probably ibe done to protect the city of Winnipeg, but the 
unfortunate farmers and rural communities to the south, will 
always have to live in fear every spring of such a catastrophe.

Possibly in 
the process it has lost its essential meaning. From neigh- 
bourly help by individuals and small associations, and 
from tireless, devoted work by the churches’ members 
helping those who were in distress, it has arrived at a 


straight transference of money on a vast scale—conven- 
Those who would never think of 
questioning the wonderful work of the Chest and the Red 
Cross and others might still be alarmed by the “bigness” 
of charity and government welfare, the proliferation of 
organizations and campaigns and wonder if perhaps it 
might not be souring the spirit of spontaneous giving. 
No government can legislate charity in its real sense 
and no organization can originate it.

The large donations and big tax slices that long held up 
charities are being reduced in the equalizing pressure of 
taxation.

‘the, giver and the benefits of the given, must suffer. 
There will be—indeed there has been—a demand that 
government “take the whole thing over.” That would be 
a cure for the disease at once both simple and fatal. The 
bigness of professional charity would be swollen by the 
experts of bureaucracy. There would be no more ques-

COUNCIL TO HAVE 
DRAINS INSTALLED 
FOR NEW HOUSES 


The Deseronto Town Council 
held ‘its second meeting this 
month on Monday night and 
started off with “unifinished bu- 
siness.” The wegular meeting, 
held two weeks ago, stretched 
to three hours, the legal limit 
for such sessions, and tthe re- 
mainder of the business had to 
be left until this week's special 
session. 

One of the chief features of 
Monday’s meeting was the de- 
cision of the council to accept 
R. L. Sexsmith’s offer of $1,840 
to {Install a drain along the East 
side of North St. Geonge St. to 
Maple Avenue and along ‘Maple 
Avenue to meet the existing 
drain. This is to service the re- 
mainder of the new houses. be- 
ing erected tin the block on 
which Mr. Sexsmith is building 
a total of 10 new homes. 

Mayor R. K, Jackson point- 
ed out that putting in the ser- 
vices was granting a precedent 
but readily agreed. that Mr. Sex 
smith’s offer was one that would 
be economical for the town, if 
the drains must be installed. 

Councillor H. D. Hawley disa- 
greed ‘that a precedent was be- 
ing set, pointing out that the 
service was not being put in for 
one house but for a block of 
houses. “This is a whole block 
of highly-assessed houses and a 
great thing for our town, and we 
should do something for them,’ 
he said.

The Chief and six of his men 
l}had appeared at ‘ithe council 
meeting two weeks ago and de- 
manded pay increases. On Mon- 
day might the council fired the 
chief and the six men who ap- 
peared at the meeting with him 

They intend to we-organize 
the brigade and any mem hired 
will be taken on at the old rate 
of pay. 

Councillor A. P. Brooks, chair- 
man of the Fire Committee, 
started the “fire” ball rolling 
when he recommended that the 
fire department ibe re-onganized 
and that the fire chief should be 
dismissed or suspended. He fur- 
ther said ithat he thought the 
firemen should be approved by 
the council, not just by the fire 
chief, when ithey are hired. 

Councillor Gordon Walker said: 
“T think the fire chief should 
hire them, with the chief being 
responsible to the council.” 

Councillor Brooks: “He said at 
the last meeting that ifthey did 
not get the raise he would have 
a bunch of disgruntled men. If 
that’ the best he can do, we need 
a new chief’ 

Councillor Walker: “I wasn’t 
speaking of this chief in particu- 
lar, but any chief.” 

The firemen had appeared at 
the last council meeting and 
asked to have their hourly rate 
‘increased from 50 cents to 75 
cents and their monthly retain- 
ing fee from $1.25 to $2,00 When 
the council explained that ‘its es- 
timates were all in, the budget 
set wp and the mill rate struck, 
the firemen said they would get 
the increase or “the town would 
be without a fire department.’’ 

New Men Will Be Hired 

The council set about proy- 
ing that the town wowould not | 
be “without a fire depantment” | 
and that the chief and the bri- 
gade would be replaced with men 
at ithe old rate of ‘pay. 

Mayor R. K. Jiacksoni said: 
“This is a volunteer brigade and 
we’ set the rate of pay, and any 
increase should be made by the 
council -voluntarily. When they 
come and demand a ‘raise they 
are no longer volunteers. If they 
had come to the chainman of 
our fire committee first it might 
have been better. Most of the 
firemen are employed full-time 
at other jobs and with few ex- 
ceptions they can leave their 
work to go to a fire and ‘their 
pay goes on where they are 
working. About the only excep- 
tion is that they can’t leave their 
regular job in the daytime and 
still get paid by their employers 
for the lost time. One of the 
men here the other night who 
was asking iffor a monthly raise 
is one who never goes to day- 
time fires.” 

The mayor continued to Say: 
“Ohief McVicker, himself, said 
that he works for the town. A. 
E. Hill did the talking yet Chief 
MeVicker wasth e one who laid 
down the ultimatum when they 
came back into the room after 
their consultation and made their 
demands. That's why we find it 
necessary to dischange a trained 
and experienced fire chief,” 

Councillor H. D. Hawley said. 
“They don't want to forget that 
they live here and iif they don’t 
volunteer, or others, then we'll 
have to get a full-time depart- 
ment. We can’t be held up like 
they tried ito hold us up.” 

Councillor Brooks moved ‘that 
all the firemen who appeared in 
the delegation to ask for a raise 
be dismissed and that the assis- 
tant fire chief, Hubert Howard 
(also a councillor) be hired as 
chief. No men will be hired on 
the brigade unless they take the 
old rate of pay and the new 
chief eccepts them,

The Scottish Daily Express, in reporting proceedings in 
the House of Commons, notes “M.P.’s were shocked last night 
when speech after speech showed that our trade relations with 
Canada are rapidly deteriorating. They are worried, too, at the 
statements that Canada now dobts our (British) word and 
that contracts announced and agreed to by Ministers have been 
broken.” The article continued, stating that “both Tory and 
Socialist sides said what glorious friends we are (Britain and 
Canada); how Canadians are always with us in peace with their 
loans, and in war with their blood. But when it ‘came to the 
point that Canada had bacon and butter, which Britain wanted, 
and that we (Britain) had machinery and textiles, which she 
(Canada) might want, the answer on both sides was—You 
cannot do much about it, except balance the dollar gap.’” 

The Parliament members were alarmed that Britain was 
developing a “bad name” in Canada because of her cancellation 
of food contracts, poor propaganda regarding Britain’s industrial 
record.

They have no lengthy periods of blizzards, zero weath- 
er, and heavy snowfall. Our eight months winter, and four 
months spring, summer and fall, didn’t appeal to him, and we 
couldn’t argue that point. Like most faraway continents, our 
conception of them is slightly misinterpreted. The interior of 
Australia is not the desert that most of us believe. It is much 
like our western prairie, where grain grows just as lushly, and 
where cattle and sheep are raised for the world markets. Much 
of their wool goes to the New England States. 

Australia, like most other countries, is becoming export- 
conscious. That was why this jewellery manufacturer was tour- 
ing half the world, with his two hundred samples. His govern- 
ment had assisted, with a substantial donation towards ex- 
penses, as their part in promoting home markets. 

And here is how a small business becomes world-known. 
This Australian had flown from his native Sydney via C,P. Air 
Lines to Hawaii, thence by a U.S. air line to San Francisco, 
across the United States by plane to New York, for a special 
exhibition there. Incidentally, New York to him, was only a city 
to visit not to live. From New York, by plane to Toronto. Then 
he packs his jewellery and off he goes to London, England, and 
Paris, France. He’ hopes by then, to have enough orders to 
keep his little plant busy for a long time. 

This is business technique, 1950. No longer does the small 
plant depend on its own community. Its product belongs to the 
world. Who knows, ladies, but what that pin, earrings or neck- 
Jace, that your beloved gives you next Christmas, might be 
manufactured in this little plant in Sydney, Australia, all be- 
cause one man came to the Trade Fair in Toronto.

The rulings apply to Indians 


of quarter-blood strain, that is, 
to all present members of the 
Band but only to those of at 
least quarter-blood who are born 
after the bill comes into effect, 
if it does. 

The philesophy behind the bill 
is the gradual evolution of the 
Indian bands from their present 
Status to the place where the re- 
servation can be abolished and 
the members of the band take 
their places as full Canadian cl- 
tizens. This evolution is govern- 
ed essentially iby the federal gov- 
ernment. In all sections granting 
new responsibilities the discre- 
tion lies either with the minister 
or the governor-in-council, 

The governor-incouncil, for ex- 
ample, declares that when a band 
“has reached an advanced stage 
of development,” subject to the 
approval of the minister of citiz- 
enship and immigration, the 
council of the band may make 
bylaws for the assessment and 
taxation of land, the licensing of 
businesses, callings, trades and 
occupations, for the appropria- 
tion and expenditure of money 
and ithe appointment of officials. 

This section has nothing to do 
with the machinery set up for 
enfranchisement of the band and 
the dissolution of the reserva- 
tion. The first step inthis machi- 
nery is a vote of more than 50 
per cent of ithe electors of a band 
at a meeting called for the pur- 
pose. 

The minister then has discre- 
tion ito reject or accept the appli- 
cation. If he accepts it on the 
ground that the band is capable 
of managing its own affairs el- 
ther asa municipality or part of 
the municipality an approach 
will be made to the province or 
the municipality of: an 
agreement negotiated on behalf 
of the band for the establish- 
ment of the municipality or its 
annexation to a municipality. 

The agreement will provide for 
payment of financial assistance 
for support of indigents either 
out of ithe funds of the band or, 
if necessary from the federal 
treasury, 

Copies of the legislation are be- 
ing sent to Indian agents in all 
parts of Canada. They will call 


together the Indian chiefs and 
the band councils and ask them 
to study the legislation and make 
any representations as soon as 
possible.

A wealth of information con- 
cerning the early history of Has- 
tings County is found in the re- 
cently-published Moira Valley 
Conservation Report. This de- 
tailed survey, made in 1948 and 
released this month by the De- 
partment of Planning and De- 
velopment, covers in great 
length a variety of topics which 
prove interesting to residents of 
the county, as well as those in- 
terested in Canadian history. 
Generous smatterings of local 
history have been discovered 
by the Department, in its effort 
to give inhabitants of the Moira 
Valley a measuring-stick by 
which they can evaluate their 
natural resources and take nec- 
essary conservation measures. 

Most of us have studied some 
local history in school and man 
have heard legends of this ric 
farming and mining district 
which have been carried through 
generations of our forefathers. 
However, there is more to be 
heard and in its extensive sur- 
vey, The Department of Plan- 
ning and Development has un- 
earthed facts which may not be 
common knowledge in the area. 

Looking back as far as 1615, 
the Bay of Quinte emerges as 
an important link for travellers 
along the north shore of Lake 
Ontario. It was in this year that 
Samuel de Champlain made his 
journey down the Trent River 
and across the Bay. No mention 
was made of Indian villages in 
the area, but Champlain must 
have stopped long enough to do} 
some hunting along the way as 
he deseribes the vicinity east of 
the Trent River as “a place 
where there are many deer.” 

Indian wars hindered develop- 
ment of this part of Ontario un- 
til 1700, when the Ottawas took 
possession of the area and while 
they cultivated the soil to some 
extent, they were nomadic and 
often moved their villages from 
one district to another, An In- 
dian burying-ground was estab-

The lumber 
mill crews were largely French- 
Canadian, The standard wage 
was a dollar a day, and some 
pretty big families, especially 
among the French-Canadians, 
were brought up iin reasonable 
comfort on ithat wage." I don’t 
know ‘that it was so, but accord- 
ing to a “poem” that was quoted 
when small-boy racial riots broke 
out, pea-soup and johnny cake 
figured largely in the French- 
Canadian diet. 

Good Public School 
‘There was a good public school, 
mainly because of ithe qualities 
of the principal, Mr. Luck, who, 
shont and bearded, looked a lot;

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PREPARING FOR WORK 

From industry’s viewpoint, the major task facing 
Canadian teachers to-day in the improvement of our 
educational standards is the graduation of students who 
are able to think independently, to analyze problems, 
and to express their Rall A clearly. 

This would seem to be the main point brought out 
by a survey of secondary school education as a prepara- 
tion for employment, made by the Canadian Research 
Committee on Practical Education, 

Those answering the survey questionnaire included 
personnel managers, training supervisors, and managers 
and superintendents of several hundred large firms and 
the two railway companies. The survey brought out many 
interesting facts and opinions which will assist the Com- 
mittee in forming conclusions and framing recommenda- 
tions which, in due course, will be placed before the edu- 
cation authorities. It would be impossible to even do 
much of a job of summarizing the survey but we would 
like to quote the following significant paragraphs: 

% . it is clear that firms... consider the most im- 
portant items to be insistence on high standards of per- 
formance in all work, fundamentals of general education, 
and responsibilities of citizenship. 

“Just what is meant by high standards of perform- 
ance in all work? From comments made frequently in 
the questionnaire, it would appear that industry is not as 
concerned about what is taught nor much is taught as 
ba insistence that all work be done accurately and 
well. ‘ 





“The implications are that ‘the schools may be in- 
cluding in the curriculum too many subjects, and attemp- 
ting to cover too much in a subject without accomplish- 
ing mastery in its fundamental principles. It is a com- 
mon practice to consider 50 per cent in a subject as a 
passing grade. This is not a sufficiently high standard of 
competence. Industry is thinking of high standards of 
competence ih all subjects; not ‘how much English is 
taught, but what standards of expression are achieved; 
not how much mathematics, but what competence is 
developed in basic principles; not how much shop work 
is covered, but what standards of workmanship are de- 
veloped.” 

The survey certainly indicates that industry knows 
- what it wants from our secondary schools. But this 
knowledge points up two vital questions: First, do the 
schools know what industry wants, and, second, does in- 
dustry know what the schools are trying to do and are 
prepared to do? 

We have always thought that a little too much time 
is placed on giving pupils a general education, as though 
they were going on to university, which only a fraction 
of them do. The result is, too often, that many of. 
them become discouraged with Latin and history and 
quit, or else go on and graduate and then try ‘to find a 
place in industry, when they are absolutely no use to any 
employer. — ' 

_ It is unfortunate thiat we have to work for a living, 
but we don’t seem to avoid the issue, so it’s about time 
schools started teaching their students to do jobs, not 

_ just be “‘cultured.’”” The American system of education, 
while not as highly- qualified in an acadamic sense, does 
allow its students to specialize even in their early high 
school terms, spending most of their time in the labora-— 
tory, if it is science in which they are interested, or in 
the shop, if it’s a trade whiich seems to suit and interest — 
them. PE ‘ 
Not long ago we were in a place of business and were y 
waited on by a girl who was attending high school and 
working part time. We gave her 18 cents worth of empty 
soft drink bottles and wanted a half- dozen full ones, 
worth 30 cents, in return. The agonies she went through 
‘trying to subtract 18 from 30\t0 know how muchi she 
should charge us, were pitiful.- Finally failing to 
get the right answer mentally, after several tries, she 
worked it out with pencil and paper. Yet this girl is try- 
ing to pass high school examinations in geometry and 
other mathematical subjects. At 

The answer to the questions of what the schools can 
do to prepare its graduates for industry, where most of ° 
them will go, can come if a closer school-industry co-op- 
eration is promoted. This the Canadian Research Com- 
mittee on Practical Education is attempting to do. . —

watched this part and that slowly passing over our heads, to 
finally end up at exactly the right place at the right time, we 
couldn’t help but marvel at the planning and thought that was 
necessary behind the scenes. True, the welders, painters, tool- 
makers, and those men who were working before those giant 
furnaces, each had his place in completing the finished product 
but they were working under supervision. It was to the men 
who knew why, that we paid mental homage. 

The motor industry—Ford, General Motors, Chrysler, 
Hudson, ete. is the backbone of Canadian trade. Ford is the larg- 
est in Canada, employing more people than any other manufac- 
turing plant. Windsor is a Ford city—if the plant shuts down, 
every home is affected in one way or another, Starting 46 years 
ago with 17 employees, 14,257 now work at the huge plant which 
covers 240 acres. 

Our tour started at the trade school where tool-making 
covers a four-year course, open to high school graduates. They 
are paid as*they learn; are under no obligation to remain with 
Ford after they finish, but most of them do, and last year out 
of over 500 applications, only 50 were accepted. 

The clatter of machines prevented any detailed descrip- 
tion of how Fords were assembled, but it didn’t matter anyway, 
for machinery is out of our scope. There were thousands of 
banging machines, each performing a single operation, and 
overhead always, was that cable carrying parts to the right 
spot. There were the huge blast furnaces, where workmen took 
out white-hot pieces of steel; machines spitting out minute parts; 
car bodies passing through steel-covered tunnels where washing, 
painting and drying took but a short time; finally bodies pass- 
ing overhead to fall on their proper chassis to the end of the 
assembly line. The last operations are the automatic testing of 
front wheels for alignment, and placing rims on the headlights. 
Every day over 400 cars are driven off the assembly line, the 
result of that super-efficient planning on that ever-moving con- 
veyor. 

Orders go through to respective factory departments two 
days ahead of assembling. Monarch, Mercury, Ford and Meteor 
are interspersed, so you see you must have that Mercury part 
with its right partner. There can be no mix-up. That green wheel 
on the conveyor belt away down at the other end of the plant, 
must come to that exact assembling spot where that green body 
is. Henry Ford, the originator of the assembly line, most cer- 
tainly revolutionized the automobile industry. , 

There is but one thing to remember folks, that the Ford 
people do not give away any free samples, although some 
“meanie” suggested that if we had brought our 1936 model, they 
might have accepted it for the museum, and out of pity offered 
us one of those sleek convertibles that only millionaires and 
movie stars are seen at the wheel. 





And going along with Ford . . . when in Windsor, you 
shouldn't miss seeing Greenfield village near Detroit. Here is 
a museum that would take days to thoroughly investigate— 
and they don’t sell the old models here. The model village itself, 
adjoining the museum, which is a must, was rained out for us, 
but we'll be back again some day, Mr. Ford, we promise you. 





If you're a radio fan .. . you might be interested to know 
that the Singing Stars of Tomorrow show, which has brought 
to light many a young Canadian vocalist, cost. the York Knitting 
Mills last year $100,000, for the 26 programs. Apparently not 
enough stockings, underwear, and such were sold through the 
program, so now Canadian Industries Limited is taking over 
the half-hour next fal,l] to promote its various products and to 
encourage young singers of Canada.

The town’s bank balance is 
now $522.90.

dump, $10.50 to Ted Murphy for 
signs at dump, $7.33 to the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer for insulin, 
and $212.16 to tihe Deseronto 
Public Utilities Commission for 
street lighting, lights in public 
and power for siren. 
The balance was’used for sun- 
dry smaller accounts and the 
salaries and wages of the town’s 
employees. 

Since the previous meeting 
the treasurer had discounted 
promissory notes for $2,100, had 
paid the Bank of Commerce }$1,- 
160 on return loans, leaving the 
town’s bank debt at $23,250.

REV. DR. E. B. SEXSMITH 

A native of Napanee, ordain- 
ed as a minister of what is now 
the United Church of Canada in 
1920, Rev. Earl Barker Sexsmith 
died at his home in Tweed last 
Saturday, August 5; 1950.

The Ontario, Department of 
Lands and Forests, in addition 
to planting several million in- 
fant muskies, bass and trout in 
lakes and streams, is trying to 
lure the Atlantic salmon’ back 
to provincial waters. 

Among the ;placés stocked re- 
cently, is Big Clear Lake, in 
Frontenac County, near Arden. 

The salmon are being placed 
in streams where there are no 
muskies to destroy them. Ac- 
cording to biological 
there Were plenty of salmon in 
Lake Ontario about 80 years 
ago and some re-stocking was 
done in’ 1938. 

Maskinonge hatched at Deer 
Lake, near Peterborough, where 
the Department operates a fish 
hatchery, are also being placed 
in Ontario waters.

After Mr. Fraser and Mrs. Garratt’s late husband, 
Richard Garratt, had purchased their portions of land 
and built cottages on them, there was still a nice site on 
which a structure which was known as “The Wigwam 
stood. When thiis burned, the late Mr. Harrison bought 
this piece of land but he died suddenly just a few days 
later and the property now belongs to his widow, who 
has never built on it. : ’ 

Porrester’s Island, then, a piece of land consisting of 
17 acres, now actually belongs to four people.

Tag Day For The 





“Blind people, like everybody 
else,” said Miss M. W. Peck, 
Welfare Convener of the Hast- 
ings County Advisory Board to 
the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind,” enjoy going 
away for a summer vacation. 
This summer the third season 
of the C.N.I.B. camp made this 
holiday possible for almost 150 
blind people.” 


Although this camp, which is 
Situated near Hamilton, belongs 
to the Lions Club, it is organized 
and supervised by the Institute 
for the whole period the blind 
are present. 


“This year, 4 registrants from 
this district attended the camp,” 
said Miss Peck, “and enjoyed the 
experience immensely.” 


A day at camp follows a rigid 
program just as it does at a 
sighted camp. It begins at seven 
in the morning with rising, 
through a day of group games, 
Swimming, sports and enter- 
tainment. Handicrafts are taught 
at the camp by qualified Insti- 
tute Home Teachers. 


Games such as bingo and 
cards have been adapted espec- 
ially for the blind by a depart- 
ment at Head Office, whose: job 
iS research in transferring sight- 
ed equipment to the use of the 
sightless. Song sheets have even 
been put into Braille for the 
use of blind campers, and lawn 
bowling has been set up ina 
special way for them. 

It all takes careful planning 
but it does a great deal for the 
blind person. It is not just a 
holiday. Tt develops talent, re- 
stores confidence, and proves to 
the blind camper that he really 
ean lead an active life without 
sight. 

“Money donated to the C\N.LB. 
during the campaign will make 
it possible for more campers to 
obtain this development, and 
for the research Aepartment to 
transfer more and more equip- 
ment from visual to factual Op- 
erations for blind people,” Miss 
Peck concluded.

BERRY STRESSES 
NEED FOR CHANGE 


To give The Dese- 
ronto Post a complete and ace- 
curate idea of the problem now 
faced by the Deseronto Town 
Council in regards to sewerage 
in the town, the following copy 
of the letter from Dr. A. EB. Ber- 
ry is printed. ‘This letter was 
received some time ago and was 
discussed iby ‘the council at its 
meeting last Monday night. Dr. 
Berry is director of the sanitary 
division of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health, Toronto. 

The letter follows: 

“Consideration has been given 
to the sanitary needs of Deseron- 
to, particularly with regard ‘to 
water supply and disposal of 
sewage, It has ‘been apparent 
that conditions In your munici- 
pality have not been satisfactory 
for some time, and it is desirable 
that action be taken to deal 
With these at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, 

“Reports have been made on 
various occasions both in regard 
to water treatment and the in- 
stallation of sewers and treat- 
ment ‘works. For different rea- 
sons delays have occurred. 

“In view of the fact that the 
waterworks intake is a compa- 
ratively short distance from 
storm drains carrying municipal 
waste, there is a definite menace 
to the water supply. At present 
this supply is taken close to 
.|shore and the only treatment 
given is chlorination. This can- 
not ‘be regarded as adequate. 

“TJ amy accordingly setting out 
herewith the changes with this 
office feels necessary in order 
to protect the water supply and 
to provide reasonable sanitary 
conditions. These are: 

“1, The construction of an 

intake which will take water 
some distance from shore. 
‘| “2. The installation of a wa- 
ter filtration plant which will 
supplement the treatment given 
by chlorination, and which will 
enable action to be taken for 
dealing with objectionable tastes 
which have occurred in the wa- 
ter on different occasions. 

“3.. The construction of a 
sewer system with a sewage 
treatment plant located at some 
satisfactory site. 

“4, The abandonment of all 
connections that are now in ex- 
istence on the stonm sewers. It 
is understood that there are a 
considerable number of these

“IT do not think there has ever been a 
time when unsold raw wool stocks in the 
hands of dealers and topmakers has been 
at such a low level Steadily advancing 
prices in the world markets to ‘a level ap- 
proaching the values obtaining in 1920 has 
naturally made all importers of raw wool i}; 
and users of wool tops cautious in their 
operations: Therefore, stocks carried in Ca- 
nada for sale have been abnormally low” 

“Stocks of many types of wool are prac- 
tically exhausted. As an example we read- 
that there are only 2,500,000 Ibs: of wool 
left unsold in’ Texas, which state produces 
over 50,000,000 Ibs. annually. ...In' South 
America, particularly Uruguay where the 
clip does not commence to become available 
until November, large quantities have been 
sold on the sheep’s backs and there's every 
indication that when the Australian, New 
Zealand and South African markets reopen 
there will be a tremendous buying power to 
fill the needs of the various countries who 
in addition to their civilian requirements 
will all the purchasing wool to be used for — 
defence purposes.” > 


We hope this will help explain the difficulties of 
the moment and possible increases in prices later on. 
Obviously, customers who fill their reasonable needs 
now likely will have the advantage over those who 
delay buying until the middle or end of the season,

GOOD WEATHER MAY PRO- 
DUCHR RICH HARVEST, 
SAYS DESERONTO MAN. 








Given another three weeks of 
good weather and farmers in 
Western Canada will have great 
crops this year, says Archie Gra- 
ham, of Deseronto, who recently 
returned from a motor trip to 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

In one place, in Pilot Mound, 
Manitoba, says Mr. Graham, 
there is a crop of barley which 
reaped 95 bushels to the acre. 
Ihe toughest part of harvesting 
in this province is caused by the 
after-effects of the Winnipeg 
floods. In many places the farm- 
ters have been held up in getting 
on the land and roads are vir- 
tually impassable. In many cases, 
farmers cannot use tractors in 
the mire and are using four-horse 
teams to pull machinery. The 
mud is so thick that a four-horse 
team can only last about three 
hours at a time. 

Emerson is a town of desola- 
tion and Brandon has so much 
wet land that farmers are vir- 
tually facing utter defeat.

CHANCE TO ‘TAKE INTEREST 


Lack of knowledge by the average citizen, about the 
affairs of his town and province, have for long caused 
concern to those in positions of trust in governments, 
both local and provincial.

Describes Customs 





TALK TO LIONS CLUB ILLUS- 
TRATED BY SLIDEs. 





Rev. R. N. Savary, Anglican 
rector at the Tyendinaga Mo- 
hawk Reserve here, was tthe 
guest speaker at the regular din- 
ner meeting of the Deseronto 
Lions Club last week. A former 
missionary in Japan, he descnib- 
ed the country and its customs 
and illustrated his talk with 
slides. 


Rev. Savary dealt at length 
with some of the customs of the 
Japanese people, their habits, and 
occupations. He went to Japan in 
1937 as a missionary and remain- 
ed there until the international 
situation forced the withdrawal 
of such missions in 1940. 

He explained the diversified 
trades common to the Japanese 
and mentioned the feeding of 
silk-worms as one of the unusual 
occupations of that country. 


Charcoal is the most commonly 
used fuel and heat for the homes 
as well as for cooking is obtain- 
ed by burning that fuel in large 
earthenware boxes. Houses were 
nearly all of very flimsy construc- 
tion that would be useless for 
the Canadian climate. However, 
the ever-present fear of earth- 
quakes in Japan:makes it neces- 
sary to build such homes so that 
they will move with the earth 
tremors. Re-inforced concrete is 
ithe favourite material for large 
office blocks in the larger cities. 

Food is also of a type unsuit- 
able for this country and the Jap- 
anese rely heavily on rice as a

onto was named after the first} land on the Bay of Quinte.

ed States to settle in Canada. 
The Origin of Deseronto 

Deseronto was founded when 
the Government under Haldi- 
mand, after sending an Engineer 
Officer, Major Holland, to Cat- 
araqui (Kingston) to examine 
the land on the north side of 
Lake Ontario, purchased the 
land from the Mississaga In- 
dians to give to the loyalist Mo- 
hawks under Captain John Des- 
erontyou. This was done in the 
fall of 1783, but Deserontyou’s 
party did not take possession un- 
til May 22, 1784. 


John Deserontyou was a con- 
temporary of Joseph Brant, al- 
though the exact date of his birth 
is not known. Before the revolu- 
tion he lived at Fort Hunter, 
one of the three Mohawk settle- 
ments on the Mohawk River in 
what is now New York State. On 
the outbreak of the war in 1775, 
Deserontyou, Brant and a num- 
ber of the Mohawks left the col- 
ony and went to Montreal, and 
remained at Lachine even after 
the rest of the Mohawks had re- 
moved to Niagara. Deserontyou 


‘took an active part in the fight- 


ing and was wounded iin an en- 
gagement under Claus. 
Territory Boundaries 

The Treaty of 1873 made no 
provision at all for the status of 
the Indians, and entirely dire 
garded Sir William Johnson’s 
Treaty of Fort Stanwix (1768) 
which had fixed the boundaries 
of the territory of the Six Na- 
tions. This omission led to a 
great deal of embarrassment and 
trouble. The Americans refused 
to recognize the territorial rights 
of the Indians who had fought 
against them and threatened con- 
fiscation. Haldimand and Sir 
Guy Carleton had promised at 
the beginning of the war that 
the Six Nations would have the 
same territorial rights after the 
war, and now, remembering that 
promise and being, moreover, 
anxious to keep on friendly 
terms with the influential tribes, 
the Governor suggested that they 
cross Lake Ontario’ and continue 
to live on British territory.

The Government supplied 
them with generous amounts of 
tools, equipment of all sorts, 
food, clothing and supplies, and 
later provided a church, school- 
house, a schoolmaster, a mill and 
special grants of money to help 
jin the establishment of the com- 
munity. Later many white peo- 
ple settled in the neighborhood 
and out of all this grew the town 
iof Deserontyou. Although Deser- 
onto was about thirty miles from 
Cataraqui (Kingston) in the of- 
ficial papers and correspondence 
of the time the settlement was 
usually referred to as Cataraqui, 
probably for the sake of conven- 
fience in locating it. 
| Told of Landing 

Apropos of the landing on the 
22nd of May, 1784, a white girl 
then 15 years old, who was with 
the Mohawk, later married into 
the tribe and lived to be a hun- 
dred years old. She often told 
the story of the landing to her 
great grandson, Sampson Green 
of Deseronto, who told it to the 
late Reverend A. H. Creegan of 
Mohawk Rectory. Her story was 
that “when the little band land- 
ed on the shore of their new 
home they upturned a canoe, 
covered iit with the communion 
cloth, and placed all the pieces 
of the old Queen Anne Commun- 
ion Set on it in plain view of all 
the people, then the Chief said 
prayers and they sang a hymn. 
Afterwards they planted a cross 
and a flagstaff on the spot.” 
Many of the older residents of 
Deseronto can remember the 
flagstaff. 


The Communion Set referred 
to was given to the Mohawks by 





Queen Anne in 1712, and it had 


been buried at Fort Hunter be- 
fore the Indians left for Lachine. 
Deserontyou had made a special 
trip in 1783 to dig it up and take 
it to Canada. Later it was divid- 
ed, four of 'the pieces being plac- 
ed in the Mohawk Institute at 
Brantford, and the other 3 in the 
Mohawk ‘Church at Deseronto. © 
Captain John Deserontyou was 
a picturesque individual. His loy- 
alty was staunch, but he caused 
the Government some bother by 
his generosity in including all 
the neighboring Mississagas and 
anyone else that was handy in 
the grants for money and sup- 
‘plies, while he had a striking 
talent for running up enormous 
expense accounts when he made 
any official trips. ; 





Harris and Holmes’ Store 


Gutted By Fire Monday

Disaster hit the local firm of 
Harris and Holmes at seven- 
thirty on Monday evening when 
fire Broke out in the large house 
and store on Highway No. 2. The 
brigade responded promptly ‘to 
the call and engaged in a three- 
hour fight before finally subdu- 
ing the flames, 

The fire, which broke out in 
the stock-room of the store, had 
fained considerable head-way be- 
fore it was noticed by Mr. Tun- 
nicliffe, who lives close by. When 
the brigade arrived they found 
the interior of the large, frame, 
twostoried ‘house, a mass of 
flames with the fire firmly en- 
trenched in the excelsior insula- 
tion. 

Road blocks were set up and 
the traffic detoured around the 
block. Lights on the fire engine 
and a truck were concentrated 
on one section of the wall, where 
the firemen had to tear off the

This second instalment of the 
early history of the Tyendinaga 
Reserve tells how the Indians 
came to settle there and throws 
lights on ithe land sales which 
they made reducing their reser- 
vation from 92,000 acres to its 
present size. More prominent 
among the names of the first 
settlens are given. 

Captain Joseph Brant, it ap- 


pears, took no part in these land! 
deals or subsequent transactions ; 


of a similar nature, nor does it 
appear that he was cognizant of 
what was transpiring, he being 
absent at the time. On the break- 
ing out of the Revolution, Joseph 
Brant moved the Mohawk tribe 
or nation from their homes in 
the Mohawk and Schoharie val-

he built a log church, a bell 
which he brought with him from 
the east was hung upon a cross-} 
bar in the fork of a tree, and ser- | 
vices were occasionally held by 
the British chaplain of the Fort.

fee simple to the Six Nations 
who were composed of remnants 
of the following named tribes: 
Mohawks, Oneidas, Cayugas, On- 
andagas and Senecas. The sixth

Interest in 
his work is bound to lag, and discontent occupies his thoughts 
rather than utilizing his mental powers for his own ingenuity. 
In the smaller factory, a worker ‘is called upon to do various 
types of work, and oftentimes, sees his job start from nothing 
and end in the packing-room. There is a certain amount of sat- 
isfaction in seeing the finished product—something the worker 
fin big-time business never can experience. F 

You say, in these modern days, we can’t work on the oid 
small-time scale. Of course not! So what does the writer of the 
article we mentioned above say? We will always have labor 
disputes for big business is becoming bigger. There is no solu- 
tion. It is useless to recommend that a businessman keep his 
plant on a small-time basis, but if he wants satisfied employees, 
that seems to be the only answer. Big companies will have to 
bow to the fact that they will always have to meet demands of 
labor as long as prosperity exists. But the cycle doesn’t end 
there. The more demands of labor, the more demands for greater 
efficiency, and that means faster and more efficient machines 
with still more monotony for the worker. 

_ From a questionnaire circulated by a labor expert, it has 
‘been ascertained that employees generally want the same thing, 
'be the business small or large. 1st, a satisfying job; 2nd, the se- 
curity that comes from good work; 3rd, recognition of his labors; 
4th, co-operation and amiability among his fellow workers. Most 
employers will agree that these demands are only his employees’ 
rights. He wants much the same thing from his workers; finan- 
cial worry is his penalty for owning a business.

On Saturday next December Sth, Deseronto Chambe! 
of Commerce, will stage their third annual Santa Clau, 
Parade. This event is something that is a credit to the | 
town, and involves a very great deal of work by the or- 
ganizers. To the majority of people, it is just a parade, 
put to those who have worked behind the scenes, it is the 
final act in a task that has been worked at steadily for 
the past five or six weeks. 

, There are two reasons for staging this Parade. One 
is to give the youngsters a chance to see Santa Claus the 


universal fairy godfather of all children; the other, and 
probably most important reason, is to induce the people 
of this district to shop at home during the coming season. 

We know that by travelling to Napanee or elsewhere, 
some residents will erroneously contest that they can ob- 
tain goods much cheaper, than they can at home, We 
also know, that the reasoning, only applies to certain 
items, and that if the “busy” (housewife took time and 
care to shop around in Deseronto, then the saving 
could be made right here. 

But most important factor in the “shop and Home” 
theme, is the colossal loss to this town—to you, the read- 
er, & to every citizen, There are approximately 500 homes 
in Deseronto. If half of these people shop away from 
here, spending an average of $20 per week, then this 
town loses $5000 each week.

A widespread epidemic of 
chickenpox is curtailing school 
attendance, and affecting many 
pre-school children in town. Dur- 
ing the past few days, several 
cases of whooping-cough have 
also come to the attention of the 
Medical Health Officer, Dr. D. C. 
McVicker. 

In connection with the above 
diseases, Dr. MeVicker has point- 
ed out in another part of the 
paper, that parents whose chil- 
dren are so infected, must re- 
port the matter to him. A great 
many of the youngsters are play- 
ing in public places and their 
illness has not been reported, 
making the task of checking the 
epidemic much more difficult 
than it need be: 

Dr. McVicker has also stressed 
the fact that parentts who do not 
comply with the instructions to 
report ito him, are liable to dis- 
ciplinary measures under the 
Public Health Act.

It is true ‘thalt the basins look 
grimy, but this, I feel, is due to 
the condition-of the porcelain of 
the washbowls being rough and 
pitted. I am, however, recom- 
mending that something be done 
about the toilets; this type of 
toilet is unsanitary and tends to 
encourage the spread of such in- 
fections as the scabies or itch. 
[ would advise a type of toilet 
bowl without the wooden seat, 
something such as they have in 
the provincial institutions, where 
seat and bowl are in one piece. 
This would be more sanitary and 
also much easier to keep clean. 

I would also recommend that 
ithe pupils be instructed in the 
proper use of a flush toilet, as 
many of them, apparently, do 
not know how to openate such a 
‘toilet, or else they are either too 
lazy or careless when it comes 
ito flushing the same. 
_I would also recommend a new 
floor in the principal’s room, in 
the hall leading to the primary 
room, and also in the primary 
room. The floor in ‘the hall has 
wide cracks in it, and it is im- 
jpossible to keep this clean. In 
ithe principal’s room, the floor is 
a disgrace. It is weak in places, 
full of paitches and the seatts are 
fastened to the floor on small 
strips, which, in iturn, tend to 
impede the proper cleaning of 
the floor, and also tend to cause 
dirt to collect around the strips. 

I notice a very pleasant 
change in the heating system of 
the school and I would like to 
take this opportunity to congrat- 
ulate the board on this much- 
needed improvement.

A crowd of several thousand 
people, drawn from a very wide 
area around, thronged the main 
streets of Deseronto last Satur- 
day afternoon, on ithe occasion 
of the annual visit of Santa Claus 
to this community. Faces famil- 
iar on the streets of Belleville 
and Kingston, were identified 
among the throng and a large 
section of the crowd was present 
from Napanee. 

The lengthy procession, stant- 
ing from the High Schiool, wound 
along ithe route through the 
streets, to the accompaniment of 
cheers from the younger section 
of the audience and eventually 
stopped on Main Street for more 
than ‘half-anshour. The floats 
were inspected by the adults, 
while the youngsters mobbed 
nound the door of the Town 
Hall, where ‘Sanita Claus sat on 
the Mayoral chair, dispensing 
candies to alll and sundry with 
the aid of three policemen and 
four or five civilians.

We have often thought that Canada has been blessed with 
good leaders for the past twenty or more years. Mackenzie King 
commanded the respect of those in Canada and outside our Do- 
minion and Prime Minister St. Laurent too, is lending dignity to 
his position. , 

However, going back to President Truman, we must re- 

member that a leader without the outstanding qualifications 
ithat he should have, must resort to advisers, and hiis choice of 
these men must be, of necessity, all-important. Thus, we have 
such fine men in the government and military hierachy as Gen- 
erals Marshall, Eisenhower, and McArthur, and the better type 
of politicians. Roosevelt, who was of a much stronger character, 
relied more on his own personal opinions. Perhaps the same 
situation is present in the British government right now. In 
times of emergency though, we think the stronger leadership 
(as shown by Churchill and Roosevelt) works to the advantage 
of the world. Time will tell how our present-day leaders will 
affect history. :

KNITTING WHEN CRIP- 
PLED. 
UNUSUAL HOBBY PROVED 


VALUABLE DURING WAR 
WHEN LADIES HIT SNAG. 





A most unusual hobby for a 
man and one at which ihe has ac- 
quired skill of which he can 
justly be proud, is that of Mr. 
George E. Hawley of Main 
Street, Deseronto. Mr, Hawley, 
although seventy-six years of 
age, is an expert knitter whose 
products display real craftsman- 
ship and are in eager demand at 
this time of year. 

Not ‘the least important fea- 
ture of Mr, Hawley’s skill is the 
fact that he is entirely self- 
taught. In only one item has 
he ever been stumped, and that 
not for long. He found that, 
in his earlier days at the hobby, 
the task of turning the heel of 
a sock was too complicated for 
him, and his various lady friends 
and relatives, either would not, 
or could not, help him with the 
problem. : 


However he skillfully stage- 
managed an evening in his home 
where he could observe a close 
relative engaged in turning a 
heel — one unobserved lesson 
sufficed—and ihe had no further 
difficulty. 


Mr, Hawley admits that many 
men can knit. But, he states, 
it is very unlikely that any other 
mian in the province can match 
him for fancy work and the 
range of his talents. Plain pat- 
terns are out with him. Only the 
bold diamond stitch, in its var- 
ious forms, is sufficiently inter- 
esting to engage his attention. 

This curious hobby started 
some sixteen years ago when 
George suffered a serious acci- 
dent while unloading supplies at 
the Canning Factory. His leg 
was badly damaged and for ma- 
ny weeks he sat and “counted 
the bricks on the Town Hall 
wall.” Such inactivity was insuf- 
ferable, So he took up knitting. 

The art came easily to him and 
after the first few months he 
ranked with the experts. Even 2 
years later when his leg was 
healed sufficiently so that ‘he 
could once again get around, he 
id not forsake his hobby but 
rather intensified his interest in 
it. Today he is an expert on 
patterns, qualities of wool, 
stitches, ghades, and all the 
other intricacies of knitting! 

Not all of his work ‘is done by 
hand however, At his home he 
keeps a knitting machine which 
can Knit a pair of socks in re- 
cord time. However, for the 
more délicate work the clings to 
the old-fashioned method. 

How does such a hobby affect 
the women in the area whose 
prerogative the is stealing.

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The general farm picture for 
Hastings County was moderately 
favorable from a production 
standpoint in 1950, according to 
a report ‘tabled before the county 
council by County Agricultural 


The thay crop was better than 
anticipated, the report said, 
while in most cases the yields of 
spring and fall grains were ex- 
cellent and most silos were fill- 
ed. In addition, farmers who 
igrew roots for roughage had a 
satisfactory yield. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Dalrymple 
pointed out in his repont, local 


areas in North Hastings were 
badly infected with grasshop- 


pers, with the usual harmful re- 
sults. 
} “In the livestock field,” Mr. 
Dalrymple said “we feel that due 
to the mather unsatisfactory price 
for cheese, that far too many of 
our better dairy cows have been 
exported.

Club work has noted larger 
percentages of completions than 
ever before, and this year has 
seen more clubs in action than 
for a number of years. 

Junior farmers activities have 
continued at a high rate and the 
Jatest project in this field has 
been the organization of a Junior 
Farmer Choir. Short course work 
has continued which included 
calfhood vaccination, short cours- 
es which are now being held in 
North Hastings. 

Hastings Counity is now being 
tested under the second general 
TB eradication test and although 
results, are not available for the 
time being, it is understood that 
the present rate of reactors ‘is 
small enough to warrant the be-

lief that Hastings will soon be an’ 


accredited area. 

The largest Black and White 
Show ever held was that held in 
Madoc this year, the report stat- 
ed. Over 140 head were exhibited 
and $505 paid out in prize money. 


2,679 in Accredited Herds. 
While figures for 1950 are not 
available there were 2,679 head 
of cattle in 80 accredited herds in 
the county in 1949. 
Six bacon hog clubs are operat- 
ing in the county, and this year 


the mumber of hogs marketed 


from Hastings was 64, 543. 

The poultry industry, along 
with others, is suffering from the 
high cost of feed, labor and gen- 
eral overhead. It would appear 
that the county has returned to a 
more normal level in that not as 
many hens are kept on the farm 
as during war years. In many 
cases, farmers are only maintain- 
ing enough for their own use. 

The sheep industry is continu- 
ing to suffer from the ravages of 
wolves, dogs and bears, according 
ito the Dalrymple report. This is 
an unfortunate state of affairs 
since much of Hastings County 
land is only suited to this type of 
farming operations. 

201 Sheep Killed 

Sheep killed outright in the 
county thus far this year, have 
amountted to 201 valued at 
$3451.50. Dhinty-eight sheep were 
injured by marauding animals 
with damages set ait $230. Five 
calves, seven cows and a number 
of fowl were killed and were va- 
lued at $620.60. Total damages 
to county stock amounted to 
$4302.10, or nearly half of the 
county dog tax collected which 
was $9606. 

The report dealt with several 
county projects such as crop im- 
provement and stock breeders 
clubs, junior development “and 
inter club competition, all of 
which have been published be- 
fore,

‘Hour million people on Cana- 
dian farms today supply 14,000.- 
000 people at home with food 
and in addition supply 30 per 
cent of Canada’s export trade,” 
he said. 

“But farming in general is 
still not sufficiently prosperous 
for all farmers to give all of them

He said that 12 per cent of the 
farms ‘in Ontario have furnaces, 
20 per cent have electric lights 
and seven per cent have bath- 
rooms. 

“Three- quarters of Ontario 
farmers do not hire any regular 
yearly help, which means that 
this proportion of Ontario farms 
represents family farms,’ he 
said. “The net income average 
for Ontario farmers in 1949 was 
only $1,704, in addition to which | 
there was an estimated 575 for 
house rent allowance and farm 
products used in the home. 

“The total revenue in wages 
for the average Ontario faymer 
and his whole family was esti- 
mated at $2,279 with the’ farm- 
er’s wife and children generally ; 
helping with the farm work.”

Hope told the meeting.

Prince Edward County Hos- 
pital at Picton, is experiencing

cording to the report presented 
to Prince Edward County Coun- 
cil last week. Despite all econo- 
mozing measures, expenses had 
increased over the past year, 
chiefly due to salary increases 
of $10,000. The Council recom- 
mended that hospital rates be in- 
creased and that the indigent 
rates be raised to $4.25 per day. 
Accounts owing the hospital 
amounted to well over $21,000 
and a concentrated effort will be 
made to collect a large part of 
this amount. The provincial gov- 
ernment has prohibited the op- 
eration of a training school for 
nurses in hospitals as small as 
at Picton, thus necessitating the 


employment of graduates and ex-| 


jpenses for salaries.
